John  Denton  Billard  (3-0) ; b. Feb. 28, 1819 :  d. Feb. 1, 1902;  m.Sep.8, 1841 

The  following  note  in  the  handwriting  of  Harriet  Merriman 
Billard  (Mrs.  John  L.  Billard)  regarding  John  D.  Billard* s  early 
history  was  found  among  family  papers  in  the  residence  of  Frederick 
H.  Billard,  Allen  Ave.,  Meriden,  Conn.,  after  his  death  on  April  4, 
1952. 

"History  of  J.  D.  Billard  given  me  by  Mrs.  Simmonds  -  Feb.  6, 
1902:  *His  father  and  mother  died  when  he  was  very  young  -  about 
5  months  old  ...  A  neighbor  took  him  for  a  few  weeks.  She  felt  that 
she  could  not  keep  him  -  so  he  was  taken  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philimon 
Billard.  Mrs,  Billard  was  Gloriana  Denton  before  marriage  -  one  of 
the  old  families  of  Long  Island.  He  was  not  at  first  really  adopted. 
Some  man  who  was  interested  in  finding  a  home  for  the  child  came 
later  to  see  them,  to  find  out  if  they  wished  to  adopt  him.  At  that 
time  they  had  become  so  attached  to  him,  they  were  not  willing  to 
give  him  up  -  so  they  adopted  him  for  their  own  child  and  Mrs. Billard 
named  him  for  her  favorite  brother,  John  Denton,  who  was  a  prominent 
man  on  Long  Island.  After  his  adopted  father  died,  Mrs.  Billard 
wished  her  daughter  Martha,  who  married  Mr.  John  Knapp,  to  take  John 
-  and  have  the  care  of  him  -  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pardew  to  take  their 
son  Denton.  Later  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pardew  moved  to  Saybrook  and  took 
both  of  the  boys.  He  learned  his  trade  at  Essex  and  Mrs.  Pardew 
walked  with  him  many  times  from  Saybrook  to  Essex  Monday  mornings  - 
when  he  came  home  to  spend  Sunday,  &  he  enjoyed  coming  home  so  much 

he  did  not  want  to  go  back - He  knew  of  his  adoption  when  he  was  a 

young  man  &  went  to  a  party  -  and  some  young  man  told  him  he  was  not 
Denton  BillardTs  brother  -  he  went  home  and  asked  his  mother  &  she 
told  him  the  facts  of  his  birth.  His  parents  were  of  good  family, 
and  residents  of  New  York  -  The  name  was  Williams.*  M 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  WA  Century  of  Meriden"  by 
C.  Bancroft  Gillespie,  Journal  Publishing  Co.,  Meriden,  Conn.  -  1906: 


"John  Denton  Billard,  who  died  on  February  1,  1902,  was 
one  of  Meriden* s  most  respected  and  prominent  citizens. 
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His  long  life  was  a  successful  one,  and  in  his  death 
Meriden  sustained  a  genuine  loss.  Not  only  was  he  a 
shrewd,  broad-minded  man  of  business,  but  he  possessed 
a  personality  that  won  for  him  many  and  true  friends. 

He  did  not  herald  his  good  deeds,  but  they  were  not  few. 

He  was,  in  fact,  an  unostentatious  American  gentleman. 

"John  D.  Billard  was  born  in  New  York  City,  February  28, 
1819a  At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  removed  to  Saybrook, 

Conn.  After  attending  school  two  years,  he  was  appren¬ 
ticed  to  Jeremiah  Gladwin  to  learn  the  carpenter’s  trade. 
At  this  time  he  became  acquainted  with  a  fellow  employe 
of  Mr.  Gladwin,  George  W.  Lyon,  with  whom  later  he  was 
to  form  the  firm  of  Lyon  &  Billard  of  Meriden.  When  his 
five  years’  apprenticeship  was  completed  he  continued  to 
work  for  Mr.  Gladwin  as  foreman,  and  superintended  the 
building  of  some  of  the  best  houses  in  Essex,  Deep  River, 
Saybrook  and  Lyme. 

"In  1847  Mr.  Billard  came  to  Meriden,  and  with  Mr.  Lyon 
formed  the  firm  which  became  so  successful  and  which  is 
now  one  of  the  most  important  business  institutions  of 
the  city.  ’The  company  was  incorporated  in  1878  as  The 
lyon  &  Billard  Company,  with  Mr.  Billard  as  president, 
an  offioe  he  continued  to  hold  until  his  death;  although 
during  the  last  ten  years  of  his  life  he  was  not  actively 
engaged  in  its  management. 

"Mr*  Billard* s  financial  career  was  highly  successful  and 
most  honorable.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  First 
National  Bank  on  April  2,  1881;  also  of  the  City  Savings 
Bank,  succeeding  the  late  Joel  H.  Guy.  He  continued  to 
hold  these  offices  during  the  last  twenty  years  of  his 
life,  devoting  practically  his  entire  attention  to  their 
interests  and  developing  a  knowledge  of  the  business  that 
gave  him  high  rank  in  banking  circles  as  a  man  of  sound 
Judgment  and  keen  discernment,  qualities  that  made  him  a 
safe  and  conservative  executive  for  those  two  important 
and  prosperous  institutions.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers 
and  original  stockholders  of  both  these  banks  and  of  the 
Meriden  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Company. 

"Mr.  Billard  took  an  intelligent  and  active  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  city  and  town,  serving  the  city  as 
councilman  and  alderman.  For  over  twenty  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  board  of  compensation,  a  position  in  which 
he  rendered  valuable  service  to  his  fellcw-citizens.*

She  died  at  Norfolk,  Conn.,  on  December  17,  1887.* 

"Mr.  Billard* s  home  life  was  a  happy  one.  He  loved  his  heme 
and  his  beautiful  house  and  grounds  on  Colony  Street  gave 
him  a  vast  amount  of  pleasure.  The  only  social  organization 
to  which  he  belonged  was  the  Home  Club.  Notwithstanding  his 
quiet  and  simple  tastes,  he  was  far  from  being  a  recluse;  and 
his  friends  and  acquaintances  knew  him  as  a  pleasant  and 
affable  gentleman,  kind  of  heart,  and  constantly  doing  little 
acts  of  kindness  that  shewed  the  true  spirit  of  charity# 

nAt  his  death  Mr.  Billard  left  one  son,  John  L.  Billard,  one 
of  Meriden’s  leading  citizens,  who  has  followed  in  his 
father’s  footsteps  as  business  man  and  banker;  three  grandsons 
Herbert  M. ,  who  died  on  October  14,  1902***;  Walter  S.  and 
Frederick  H.  Billard,  engaged  with  their  father  in  the  Lyon 
&  Billard  Company;  and  a  great-granddaughter,  Mary  E.-,  dau¬ 
ghter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert  M.  Billard. "

"Connecticut  History  Makers",  by  Mr,  E.  Robert  Stevenson, 

1929,  Vol,  1,  pp,  220-221,  states  as  follows: 

"John  Leander  Billard  was  one  of  Meriden* s  foremost  citi¬ 
zens,  progressive,  successful  and  a  leader  in  industry 
and  finance  and  actively  associated  with  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  city  of  Meriden  for  more  than  64  years. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  on  December  18,  1924,  he  was  an 
executive  and  director  in  the  leading  financial  institu¬ 
tions,  and  public  utilities  corporations  of  the  city.  He 
was  born  July  18,  1842,  in  Saybrook,  Connecticut,  the  son 
of  John  Denton  Billard  and  Emeline  E.  (Spencer)  Billard, 

His  father  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  Meriden’s  develop¬ 
ment  during  its  earlier  years  and  an  honored  and  influen¬ 
tial  citizen.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  and  went  to 
Meriden  while  a  young  man  in  1847,  where  he  founded  the 
firm  of  Lyon  &  Billard  together  with  George  W.  Lyon,  This 
company,  incorporated  in  1878,  with  Mr,  Billard  as  presi¬ 
dent,  grew  with  rapidity  and  Mr,  Billard* s  ability  led  to 
extended  connections  with  leading  business  and  financial 
interests  of  the  city.  He  died  February  1,  1902,  On  ma¬ 
ternal  side  of  the  family  John  Leander  Billard  was  a  great, 
great  grandson  of  Samuel  Spencer  of  Westbrook,  Connecticut, 
who  served  as  a  private  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  for 
three  years,  enlisting  July  16,  1778,  in  the  Saybrook 
Company,  commanded  by  Captain  Hart, 

"Mr,  Billard  was  educated  at  Williston  Seminary,  Easthamp- 
ton,  Mass,,  and  began  his  business  career  on  March  18,  1859, 
when  he  entered  the  office  of  Lyon  &  Billard,  consisting 
of  a  partnership  of  his  father  and  George  W.  Lyon,  dealing 
in  lumber  and  coal,  as  well  as  contracting,  they  having  con¬ 
structed  many  of  the  earlier  homes  and  public  buildings  in 
Meriden  and  vicinity.  The  firm  was  changed  to  a  corporation 
in  1878  and  continued  successful  operation,  and,  upon  the 
death  of  John  D.  Billard,  in  1902,  his  son  succeeded  him  as 
president  continuing  that  office  up  to  the  time  he  disposed 
of  his  interest  therein  in  May,  1923*  He  was  a  director  of 
The  Edward  Miller  Company  for  many  years,  also  of  the  Meriden 
Cutlery  Company,  and  was  a  director  of  the  Second  National 
Bank  of  New  Haven  and  was  president  of  the  Meriden  Savings 
Bank  from  December,  1903  to  July,  1914,  being  also  identified 
wibh  numerous  other  interests.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  a  director  of  Meriden  National  Bank,  Meriden  Savings 
Bank,  Meriden  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Company,  Meriden  Gas 
Light  Company,  Meriden  Electric  Light  Company,  Meriden  City 
Hospital  and  Meriden  Cemetery  Association,  He  was  a  member 
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of  the  Home  Club  of  Meriden,  and  the  Union  League  Club  of 
New  York,  and  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Meriden. 

"Mr.  Billard  was  married.  May  26,  1866,  in  Meriden,  to 
Harriet  Yale  Merriman  who  died  August  22,  1919*  Their 
children  were:  Herbert  Merriman  Billard,  died  October  13, 
1902,  Walter  Spencer  Billard,  died  October  6,  1906,  Annie 
Billard,  died  in  infancy,  and  Frederick  Howell  Billard  of 
Meriden.” 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  "Atwater  Memoirs”  by  Hon. 

Francis  Atwater,  1922  -  pp.  101-104: 

"Another  old  campaigner  who  has  served  coal  and  lumber  to 
the  public  so  long  that  he  cannot  divorce  himself  from  the 
business  is  John  L.  Billard.  If  he  should  compute  how  many 
thousands  of  tons  he  has  sold  he  would  probably  tell  you 
that  the  train  to  haul  it  would  reach  from  Meriden  to 
Chicago  and  perhaps  farther.  Of  course  the  whole  country 
has  heard  of  Mr.  Billard,  for  he  held  in  his  possession  for 
some  time  the  destiny  of  the  great  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
system.  It  no  doubt  brought  him  more  trouble  than  comfort. 

"Mr.  Billard  was  president  of  the  Meriden  Savings  Bank  for 
years.  For  a  long  time  both  local  savings  banks  discouraged 
mortgage  loans,  investing  their  money  in  what  was  then 
thought  to  be  gilt-edged  bonds.  Outside  savings  banks  had 
to  be  relied  upon  for  local  mortgage  loans,  but  some  relief 
finally  came  locally  with  the  establishment  of  several 
building  and  loan  associations.  By  practically  having  the 
field  to  themselves,  these  institutions  progressed  beyond 
expectations. 

"All  around  Meriden  savings  banks  were  loaning  more  than  a 
majority  of  the  amount  of  their  deposits  on  real  estate.  I 
did  not  like  the  situation  in  Meriden  so  I  published  com¬ 
parative  statements  of  what  the  banks  were  doing  in  New 
Britain,  Middletown,  Wallingford,  Berlin  and  Southington. 

The  next  day  I  saw  Mr.  Billard  in  his  office.-  He  is  gen¬ 
erally  outwardly  calm,  but  this  morning  his  face  was  white 
with  rage.  His  greeting  was:  "What  you  are  printing  about 
the  banks,  Mr.  Atwater,  will  not  do  you  any  good."  I  Was 
not  concerned  about  myself,  but  I  was  about  the  public. 

"I  have  always  had  the  opinion,  and  still  hold  it,  that  the 
first  duty  of  a  savings  bank  is  to  lend  as  much  money  at 
home  as  is  practical.  Our  neighboring  towns  were  doing  so, 
loaning  fully  half  of  their  deposits  on  local  real  estate, 
yet  at  home  not  over  an  eighth  of  the  total  was  so  invested. 
I  explained  this  to  Mr.  Billard,  who  angrily  retorted  not 
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$20,000  had  been  loaned  by  outside  banks  in  Meriden  in  two 
years*  I  consulted  the  town  records  and  found  Mr.  Billard 
was  wrong,  as  over  $70,000  had  been  loaned  in  only  a  few 
months.  Mr.  Billard  has  been  too  much  of  a  business  diplo¬ 
mat  to  let  his  temper  get  the  best  of  him,  but  it  did  on 
this  occasion.  Whether  I  had  any  influence  or  not  in  chang¬ 
ing  conditions  locally,  one  fact  stands  out,  and  if  you  will 
read  the  daily  newspapers  you  will  notice  in  big  type  the 
advertisement  of  the  Meriden  Savings  Bank,  which  reads  ’We 
have  money  to  Loan  on  Real  Estate1,  which  is  all  to  the 
good." 

A  digest  of  the  will  of  John  L.  Billard,  dated  Dec.  10,  1921 
is  included  in  the  documents  at  the  end  of  this  history.  He  died 
Dec.  16,  1924  and  was  buried  in  Walnut  Grove  Cemetery,  Meriden.

In  "Connecticut  History  Makers",  1929,  Vol.  I,  p.  221,  the 
following  appears: 

"FREDERICK  HCWELL  BILLARD,  president  of  the  City  Savings 
Bank  of  Meriden,  director  in  numerous  other  financial  and 
industrial  corporations  and  civic  organizations  of  the  city, 
is  a  life  long  resident  of  Meriden  where  he  was  born  October 
18,  1873«  He  is  a  son  of  the  late  John  Leander  Billard,  and 
of  Harriet  Yale  Merriman,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Howell 
Merriman. 

"Frederick  Howell  Billard  was  educated  at  St.  Paul’s  School, 
Concord,  New  Hampshire,  preparatory  to  his  entrance  into 
Yale  University  and  Yale  Forestry  School. 

"After  leaving  college  Mr.  Billard  spent  five  years  in 
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business  in  Chicago,  and  in  1901  he  returned  to  Meriden  and 
entered  his  father’s  business.  In  1909  when  he  graduated 
from  the  Yale  Forestry  School  he  engaged  in  forestry  work 
in  various  parts  of  the  country  until  1915  when  he  again 
associated  himself  with  The  Lyon  &  Billard  Company  remaining 
there  until  the  business  was  sold  in  1923  when  he  became 
president  of  the  City  Savings  Bank  of  Meriden  which  office 
he  still  holds;  he  is  also  a  director  of  the  First  National 
Bank,  Meriden  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Company,  Manning  Bowman 
and  Company,  Meriden  City  Hospital,  Gaylord  Farm  Sanatorium, 
Meriden  Cemetery  Association,  Meriden  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
which  is  is  a  past  president,  Meriden  Boy’s  Club  and  a  dir¬ 
ector  of  Connecticut  Forest  and  Park  Association,  He  is 
commissioner  of  Public  Park  Board  of  City  of  Meriden  and  ex¬ 
member  of  the  Meriden  School  Board, 

"His  club  and  other  affiliations  are:  Home  Club,  Highland 
Country  Club,  St,  Elmo  Commandery,  No,  9,  Knights  Templar, 
Hamilton  Council  No,  22,  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Meriden, 
and  the  Metabetchouan  Fish  and  Game  club  of  Quebec; 

"Mr,  Billard  was  married  February  28,  1917  in  Meriden  to 
Elizabeth  Elverson,  daughter  of  Edward  Elverson,  of  Newark, 

N,  J,  They  reside  on  Allen  Avenue,  Meriden.  Business 
address,  14  West  Main  Street,  Meriden."

Herbert  Merriman  Billard,  son  of  John  Leander  and  Harriet  Yale 
(Merriman)  Billard,  was  born  Oct.  5,  1869  at  Meriden,  Conn.  He 
married  June  7,  1894,  at  Meriden,  Jennie  Elizabeth  Hall,  daughter 
of  William  Alfred  and  Fidelia  Jane  (Hotchkiss)  Hall,  of  Meriden. 

Herbert  Merriman  Billard  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the 
Lyon  and  Billard  Company  of  Meriden  and  was  a  director  of  a  number 
of  banks,  commercial  enterprises  and  of  charitable  organizations. 

He  died  Oct.  13,  1902  at  Meriden,  Conn.,  and  was  buried  in  the 
family  plot  at  Walnut  Grove  Cemetery,  Meriden,  Conn. 

His  widow,  in  1913,  married  a  widower,  Isaac  William  Chick,  of 
Poston  and  Swampscott,  Mass.

Mary  Elizabeth  Billard,  daughter  of  Herbert  Merriman  and 
Jennie  Elizabeth  (Hall)  Billard,  was  born  in  Meriden,  Conn.
